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PART VII.

Renewal of Licensure.

18 VAC 85-101-150. Biennial renewal of license.

A. A radiologic technologist or radiologic technologist-limited who intends to continue practice shdll
renew his license biennialy during his birth month in each odd numbered year and pay to the board

the prescribed renewa fee.

B. A license which has not been renewed by the first day of the month following the month in which

renewa isrequired shal be expired.

C. An additiond fee

18 VAC 85-101-160 shall be imposed by the board.

D. In order to renew an active license as a radiologic technologist, a licensee shal attest to having

completed 24 hours of continuing education as approved and documented by the ARRT within the

last biennium. At least 12 of the hours must approved by the ARRT as Category A.
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E. Inorder to renew an active license as a radiolog ¢ technologig-limited, a licensee shdl attest to

having completed 12 hours of Category A continuing education within the last biennium that

corresponds to the anatomica areas in which the limited licensee practices. Hours shal be

approved and documented by the ARRT or by any other entity approved by the board for limited

licensees whose scope of practiceis podiatry.

18 VAC 85-101-151. Reinstatement.

A. A licensee who dlows his license to lapse for a period of two years or more and chooses to resume

his practice shal submit to the board a new application, information on practice and licensure in

other jurisdictions during the period in which the license was lapsed, evidence of completion of

hours of continuing education equa to those required for a biennid renewd and the fees for

reingtatement of his license as prescribed in 18 VAC 85-101-160.

B. A licensee whose license has been revoked by the board and who wishes to be reingtated shall

submit anew application to the board, fulfill additiona requirements as specified in the order from

the board, and pay the fee for reinstatement of his license as prescribed in 18 VAC 85-101-160.

18 VAC 85-110-152. Inactivelicense.
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A. A licensed radiologic technologist or radiologic technologist-limited who holds a current,

unrestricted license in Virginia may, upon arequest on the renewa application and submisson of the

required fee, be issued an inactive license. The holder of an inactive license shall not be required to

maintain continuing education hours and shall not be entitled to perform any act requiring alicenseto

practice radiography in Virginia.

B. To reactivate an inactive license, alicensee shal:

1. Submit the required application;

2. Pay afee equd to the difference between the current renewd fee for inactive licensure and the

renewd feefor active licensure; and

3. Vaify that he has completed continuing education hours equa to those required for the period

in which he hdd an inactive license in Virginia, not to exceed one biennium.

C. The board reserves the right to deny a request for reactivation to any licensee who has been

determined to have committed an act in violation of § 54.1-2914 of the Code of Virginia or any

provisions of this chapter.
